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ABSTRACT 


190 species in 82 families of marine fishes were collected from 6 survey stations 
along the southwestern coast of Korea, from April 1996 to March 1997. A checklist 
of fishes from southwestern coast of Korea was given with their records of the 
specimens in the present investigations. Analysis of fish species composition in this 
areas showed that the family Gobiidae was the most abundant and Scorpaenidae was 
the next. The fishes living in this area were under the influence of the Tsushima warm 
current and the Yellow Sea. Among them, Tridentiger trigonocephalus, 
Repomucenus valenciennei and Thryssa adela were commonly found from the each 
sites, and Chirolophis wui, Pholis fangi, Repomucenus koreanus, and 
Acanthogobius luridus are endemic species of the to Yellow Sea.

INTRODUCTION 


The southwestern coast of Korea is characterized by numerous islands and the rise and fall of 
tides. Components of the fish fauna of the southwestern coast of Korea include fishes in common 
with the Yellow Sea and the Tsushima warm current (Yamada et al ., 1986). The coast area is also 
spawning and growing areas of Enguraulis japonicus, Konosiurs punctatus, Argyrosomus 
argentatus and many gobiid fishes (Yoo and Cha, 1988; Cha and Park, 1994). 

The fish fauna around Cheju Island and Yellow Sea of Korea has been reported (Kim and Lee, 
1994, 1995), however the fish fauna of the southern coast of Korea has not been made it yet. 
Therefore the present study is based on the fishes from the coast of southwestern sea, Korea. Lee et 
al. (1990) reported on the fish fauna of Koheung peninsula and Kim et al. (1994) reported on the 
fish fauna of the Kumo Islands, however these records were still insufficient to show the fish fauna 
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and distributional data. Therefore, the purpose of this study is to provide the fish fauna and the 


distributional data from the southwestern coast of Korea. 


MATERIAL AND METHODS 


An investigation of fish fauna was conducted, based on the specimens from the six localities of the 
southwestern coast of Korea. They were collected from six localities by trawl, set net, small seine net 
and angling from April 1996 to March 1997 (Fig. 1). The specimens were fixed in 1096 formalin 
solution immediately and measured standard length by digital caliper to the nearest 10th of a 
millimeter. The identification of specimens follow Kim and Kang (1993), Masuda et al. (1988) and 
Nakabo (1993) and classific hierarchy follows Nelson (1994). All the specimens were deposited in 
Department of Biology, Chónbuk National University, Chonju, Korea (CNUC). 


RESULT 


The number of species varied among the collecting sites. Among them, 92 species were found at 
station 5, and 91 species were collected at station 3 and 4 respectively. 

The following species lists of this study include sampling site number and individual number of 
specimen number in parethesis, standard length, date and methods.

DISCUSSION 


In the fish fauna along the southwest coast of Korea, 94 species at Kohung-gun, and 113 species 
at the Kumo Island, Chollanam-do province were reported respectively (Lee et al., 1990; Kim et al., 
1995). We collected 190 species in 82 families in the present investigation. Among them the order 
Perciformes composed 49% (94 species) and then order Scorpaeniformes included 13% (25 species) 
of total species collected in these areas. And over 90 species of fishes were collected from the three 
areas of Yosu, Wando and Kohung respectively, where the bottoms were covered with mud and rock. 
Through the results of this investigation, 69 species in 21 families were added in the checklist of the 
fish in the southwestern coast of Korea. Thus, the fishes of southwestern coast of Korea consist of

In Particular, the southwestern coast of Korea is profoundly influenced by the currents of Tsushima 
and Yellow Sea (Lim, 1971; Lie, 1984; Na et al., 1990; Pang et al., 1992; Cho and Kim, 1994). 
During summer and autumn, the warmwater fishes appeared by the currents of the Tsushima and the 
Yellow Sea, while in winter and spring, the coldwater fishes appeared by the coastal cold water. Also, 
Chirolophis wui, Pholis fangi, Repomucenus koreanus and Acanthogobius luridus were endemic 
species of the Yellow Sea (Hur and Yoo, 1983. lwata and Jeon, 1987; Nakabo et al., 1987: Kim 
and Kang, 1991; Lee and Kim, 1993). As a result, the distribution of fishes in this area was similar to 


those of the Yellow Sea. 
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
